Feed Germany ? 


Food riots are expected in Germany 
not when winter settles down but before 


that happens. The expectation is strong 
enough that occupation troops in the Brit- 
ish zone have been shifted into strategic 
positions, with mobile formations of tanks 


and armored cars ready for action 

This discloses the close-up view of the 
situation in the Reich, and of the related 
question of whether or not the Affies should 
dole out food enough to prevent actua! 
starvation—and the hunger-rioting bound 
to occur should famine become inevitabl« 

Civilians, living conifortably in Allied 
eountries oversea such as Canada, should 


due anxiety to show their authority or in- 
terfere needlessly with conditions among 
the populace. 

The obvious fact is that hunger threat- 
ens, co seriously that outbreaks are liable 
before the pinch becomes acute. Which 
means that great masses of people are fac- 
ing death by starvation, and some are 
likely to be killed in widespread rioting, 
unless food is supplied from the Allied 
countries. There is no other source from 
which it can come 

Those who are not moved to concern 
about the food scarcity among our late 
enemies — which they certainly brought 
upon themselves—are given further cause 
for thought on the subject. Mr. Bevin has 
just warned the British House of Commons 
that pestilence always accompanies fam- 
ine, and that boundary lines are no 
barriers to the germs which cause epi- 
demics. 

If starvation stalks through Germany 
sanitation will break down and disease 
will stalk in its wake. And disease grown 
to epidemic proportions will not stay 
there. It will leap national boundaries and 
oceans, as did the ‘Flu following the First 
Great War, and reap its harvest of death 
in countries far remote. 

Whatever measures the ccupation 
authorities take to prevent Germany be- 
coming a breeding-piace of hunger-induced 
disease should be accepted and approved 
by the Allied peoples. Not alone because 
that is the decent thing to do, but because 
no country can count itself immune from 
contagion. It will be cheaper to feed “our 
enemies” enough to keep them alive than 
to bear the almost certain consequences of 
not doing so.

TAXATION OUT OF HAND 
Taxation in Canada is in a state 
of wild confusion. Taxes now exceed 


what the traffic will bear. They are | 


restricting the expansion of private 
enterprise. They are conducive to 
the growing expansion of monopol- 
istic privilege and power. They are 
unequal, inequitable and confiscat- 
ory. Taxation tn our cities has con- 
verted investment in real property 
from an asset to a liability. Cities 
and provinces plead in vain for re- 
hef to the Government of the Dom- 
inion which replies, we are unable 
to finance without huge budget de- 
ficits and are unable to give to the 
provinces exclusive powers of dir- 
ect taxation, which was the clear 
intention of the Fathers of Confed- 
eration. 

Canada, proportionate to popula- 
tion the richest land on earth, under 
existing taxaMon policies is threat- 
ening her people with the lot of the 
poorest people on earth. This taxa- 
tion situation is due to the urgent 
demands of war and the equally 
urgent demands of the people for a 
higher standard of living which they 
can produce for themselves out of 
the nations’ resources by working 
together. Our taxation system, in 
addition to its levy on those who 
are not earning enough to buy a 
decent standard of living 
ing the standard of living of a great 
many to a condition of impoverish- 
ment. 

Probably the class hardest hit by 
the taxation system is the salaried 
or what is now known as the for- 
gotten group, the great white-col- 
lared class of workers. These in- 
clude the officials, stenographers 
clerks. executives, officials in the 


factories, the processing plants, the | 


distributing agencies, the transpor- 


tation systems, the departmental 
stores and s and a host of 
others. They include the profession- 


al men and women, such as school 


teachers, music teachers, all kinds

Relief from 
burdensome taxation must come to 
this essential and important group 
before we can enjoy the peace that 
is now ours. The anomalies in our 
taxation situation are not only ob- 
vious, they are conspicuous. Work- 
ers are striking everywhere for 
higher wages, yet we are levying

| Tariff Changes 


Editor, The Bulletin: The public 


| of Canada generally and farmers of 
Western Canada in particular, will 
be surprised to learn instead of 
lowering tariffs on certain.import- 
ant items as expected, they are be-

Item No. 398 consisting pipes 
and tubes steel seamless cold 
drawn plain ends valued at no less 
than 5 cents a pound, have had the 
tariff raised from 5 to 20 per cent 
The Government also announced 
on September 20, 1945. that certain 
classes of imported Diesel engines 
heretofore duty free are to be sub- 
ject to a tariff charge of 25 per 
cent. This means that the people of 
Canada will have to pay a subsidy 
to the Canadian manufacturers 
equivalent to the duty on these 
steel pipes and tubes and Diesel 
engines. These items are used by 
certain industries which means 
they will have no option but to in- 
crease the price of the goods they 
sell. Fewer of these items will 
naturally be imported from Britain 
and abroad.

Your Baby 
And Mine

ases just one change may work 2 
ure 

First of all, this is not a con- 
tagious ailment though the child's 
appearance is often frightening 
enough. it is due in most instances 
to some food the child is eating, 
or to some irritant in his environ- 
ment, 

The nursing baby who develops 
this rash may be the victim of over- 
feeding. Or, it may be that 
mother developed in him, or her, & 
sensitwity to some food, 
her unwise indulgence in it during 
pregnancy. The mothers cosmetics 
may be offending to baby 
woolen clothes he wears. These are 
al! worthy of consideration when 
the rash develops. 

When the bottle-fed baby devel- 


ops sores and scabs it may be sus- | 


pected that the food he is eating is 
some way at fault. Not that the food 
is harmful, but that this baby has 
some peculiar, personal sensitivity 
toward it 

The first attack, naturally, would 
be upon the formula. If fresh cows 
milk is being used, then a change 
to an evaported or dried milk might 
well be tried. Boiling or processing 
milk changes the form of milk curd 
and may make the milk much less 
offensive to the baby 

Babies who cannot tolerate cows 
form, may do very well 
milk. As this milk can be 


used any milk formule it is ap 
easy ¢ nge to make. It is wise, for 
the same reasons as for cows milk 
to use a boiled or evaporated goat's 
milk 


If milk is not the offending 
factor and the rash does not im- 
prove, then other foods, er cloth- 
ng or attendant’s cosmetics, or 
pets in the household should al! 
come under suspicion

In some in- 
stances the profuse flow appears 
with every period, while in others

When this tendency is present 
the patient may find that heavy 


exercise, exposure to cold, nervous 
strain, severe constipation, or even 
of a heavy meal, may 
ase the trouble. Even 
a factor as being on the 
many hours at a time may 
luential in bringing about 
the increase 


In the “healthy woman the periods 
should be perfectly normal causing 
no distress or abdominal symptoms 
When this function appears to he 
disturbed in any way, the patient 
should report to a physician so that 
the cause of the deviation may be 
searched for and removed 


Some of the potsible causes of 
profuse menstruation are: First 
certain condition of the blood in 
y h the ottiz power is ab- 


normal due to the absence of cer- 
tain elements; second, lacerations 
r tears of the uterus following 
ib and third, the pressure 
within the uterus.

Sometimes the cause is an abnor- 
mal position of the ulerus itself, 
attended by tipping. Prolapsus, or 
falling of the organs may act as a 
cause Dy exerting an undesirable 
pressure which slows up the circu- 

on of the pelvic 
leading to congestion 

In addition, inflammatory condi- 
tions of the uterus may induce pro- 
fuse menstruation. Such conditions 
as tumors of the ovary; a flabby 
and relaxed state of the uterus: an 
unsatisfactory outlet for the norma! 
reproductive urge; and the over- 
underproduction of 
the ovarian hormone, may act as 
possible causes of an abnormal 
menstrua) function marked by pro- 
fuseness 

Fortunately, this symptom is fre- 
quently due to causes which are not 
malignant, and will disappear with 
treatment
